THE CHINESE SUGAR CANE 


3 CROP OF SUGAR CANE. 

The results of the year just closed have been 
very eatisfactory to those farmers who have 
plauted the Chinese Sugar Cane. The many 
statements afloat in the local papers are so gen- 
eral in their character as to afford but little 
practical information to those who are looking 
forward to its cultivation the eoming year. 

Nothing would be hailed with greater delight 
by our farmers thao careful accurate state- 
ments from those who have grofn the cane 
or manufactured syrup, in our State, during 
the inst year, giving the aetaal results of their 
experience 


We see by the Danville Republican that from 


were manufactured the last season in Vermil- 
lion county; sad we leate that In Mercer 
county the syrup manufactured bas entirely 
sufficed for home consumption, so that mer 
chants have bought no syrup for their home 
market. Similar results have followed in 
many other counties, and {it is expected that 
next year a very great attention will be paid to 
the subject by cur farmers. Vermillion eoun- 
ty alone expects to furnish three bandred 
thousand galions of syrup. 
SORORUM IN WILL COUNTY. 

Having learned that Mr. V. G. Lecs of 
Plainfield, Will county, had engaged during 
the past season ia the manufacture of Sorghum 
syrup on a seale of some magnitude, we dis- 
patched last week ® competent reporter to 
that place, whose account is herewith append- 
ed. 

Desirous to test the question as te the proas 
of sorghum planting, the farmere mear Piain- 
Held fuduced Mr. Lace to erect a mill fur the 
manufaeture of syrup, each planting a small 
quantity enswering for the purpose of the ex- 
periment. There has been grown about one 
hundred and twenty-fve acres of soghum in 
Will county during the list year. Almost ev- 
ery farmer hag planted little pateh varying 
from a few rods to five acres, which was 
the largest quantity grown by any one person. 
It bas not been grown as crop or farm pro 
duct, bat rather as an experiment that could 


‘was oply expected to furnish te the farmer 
who had tried it, hie molasscs forthe needs of 
his own family. 
Little attention or care has therefore been 
paid to ite cultivation; and the main value of 
last year’s experience ia this section, aa to the 
sorghum question, pertsivs rather to the yield 
of molasses from the cane, and the method, 
cost and profit of ite manufacture. 

SMALL MILLA... 
There are eight or nine small mills in the 
county, costing from one bundred to one bun- 
died and fifiy dollars; crushing by horse 
power, and evaporating in pans over a fire. 
One of Cook's largest sized eveporators will- 
work from eight to twelve acres of the cane 
during « season. About sixty acres of the 
easie In this county was manufactured by these 
smaller machines. 
MK. LUCE’S PROCESS OF MANUFACTURING STRUP. 
The cane has all been drawn by the farmers 
to Mr. Lne’s mill from witbin « circult of 
about elx miles. 
Just outside of the suall building, about 25 
feet square im which the syrup is made, stands 
one of Gates’ crushers, being ect of horizontal 
iron rollers, between whieh the canes as they 
are fed by hand, slowly pass, their juicesparting 
out and fowlag down to the pen set to cateh 
it, from whence it passes by a tale into the 
“sugar house.’ It is then pumped up into a 
large pan, holding one hundred ead eighty 
gallons. The juice is now very limpid, and of 
a decided greenish hue. After being pleced in 
this pah it is clarified by themddition to it of 
the milk of eight ounces of lime, freak burnt 
from the kiln. 
The experience of other large manufacturers 
has shown that the best quality of syrup can 
be produced without tne use of Ime or any 


other gubstance as a purifier, and their disuse 
is strongly advised. 


From this clarifying pan it pasecs to another 
pan, holding ouc hundred aad eighty galions, 
in which rests a large coil of pipe connected with 
the boiler of the engine, boiling the juice by 
the heat ofsteam. Thirty-five minutes suffice 
to reduce the jmice to the consistency required, 
when itis drawn off A constant skimming 
is kept up during this time.
